She Was Expelled From 
Church Following Move 
to Set Self Up as Succes- 


sor to Founder.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 12.— 
Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson, one of the 
early preachers and subsequently 
a leader in the Church of Christ 
Scientist, died here today following 
an illness of 10 weeks. She was 
87 years old. 

Following the death in 1910 of 
Mary Baker Eddy, Mrs. Stetson 
launched a movement to have her- 
self recognized as her successor in 
the leadership of the Christian Sci- 
ence Church. This, however, was 
unsuccessful, and Mrs. Stetson was 
expelled from the church. She then 
established a church of her own, 
but this had no connection with 


the Christian Science Mother 
Church in Boston. 
Mrs. Stetson had been staying 


with her nephew, Maj. Harold W. 
Stimson, at Hotel Sagamore here 
since her return from his cottage 
in Canada in August. Stimson and 
his mother, Mrs. E. W. Stimson, @ 
sister of Mrs. Stetson, survive. 

Reports several weeks ago that 
Mrs. Stetson was seriously ill was 
denied by her relatives. 

Private funeral services will be 
held here and in New York. 

Declared She’d Never Die. 

Mrs. Stetson repeatedly  pro- 
claimed that she would never die, 
physically or spiritually. She al- 
ways refused to tell the date of 
her birth and her age was not gener- 
ally known even among thase close 
to her. She held that only sinners 
died, and that as her life was un- 
stained by sin her immortality 
was assured. 

Not long ago she followed a state- 
ment of belief in physcical »mmor- 
tality with the assertion Mrs. Eddy 
would shortly return to the world, 
because Mrs. Eddy was the Christ 
in feminine form. The trustees of 
the Christian Science Church in 
Boston emphatically repudiated 
that idea. 

Aside from her part in a “spite 
wall” suit, Mrs. Stetson was per- 
haps best known to the general

Mrs, ®etson, who had been per- 
sonally taught by Mary Baker 
Eddy, as a class student, and had 


been guided by Mrs, Eddy in her 
New York work for more than 25 
years, by letter and by personal 
conferences, refused to recant or 
compromise with the directors on 
the doctrirsal issue, and was 
dropped by them from 1. em’ ership 
in the Boston churc™ ov~-~'zation. 

Mrs. Stetson then resigned her 
position ins the church in New 
York to still factional str'* within 
the church between the Boston di- 
rectors’ adherents, and Mrs. Stet- 
son's students who had built the 
church. Mrs. Stetson’s co-trustees 
of First Church, then in office, re- 
signed wit’? her, »~d newcomers ‘n 
sympathy with the Boston direc- 
tors and hostile to Mrs. Stetson 
gained possession of her church 
building on Jan. 1, 1910. 

The project to build the 17-foot 
wall, which the trustees said was 
to be part of a “‘covered passage- 
way” to the rear door of the 
church, began in 191% Counse! 
for Mrs. Stetson said that the pro- 
posed wall was not in good faith, 
but an effort to harass Mrs. Stet- 
son, that it would damage her 
property to the extent of $25,000;

Witnesses who appeared in court 
for Mrs. Stetson included her arch- 
itect, Richard Howland Hunt, and 
several of her former co-trusteés, 
William H. Taylor, Joseph B. 
Whitney and Dr. John Franklin 
Crowell. The outcome of the pre- 
liminary suit was in favor of Mrs. 
Stetson, but the litigation contin- 
ued for 13 years thereafter. 

The Appellate division of the Su- 
preme Court in New York then up- 
held the lower court injunction 
against the church. 

The decision decreed that no con-

She was educated in 
schools at Damariseotta, Me., New- 
castle, Me., and the Blish School 
of Oratory and the Metaphysical 
College of Boston. 

Mrs. Eddy conferred upon her 
the degree of Doctor of Christian 
Science (C. S. D.) 

Mrs. Stetson’s husband, who 
died several years ago, was Capt. 
Frederick J. Stetson. They were 
married at Damariscotta, Me. 

Beginning the _ practice of 
Christian Science healing in 1884, 
Mrs. Stetson the next year preach- 
ed on alternate Sundays in the 
Mother Church, in Boston. She was 
sent to New York City in 1886 by 
Mrs- Eddy and became one of the 
organizers and charter members 
of the First Church of Christ 
Scientist, New York. 

She preached regularly in the 
church and in 1888 became its 
pastor, which title was changed in 
1895 to first reader. She continued 
in that office until the rule of ro- 
tation was inaugurated making a 
Her total tenure 
of office as pastor and first reader 
was 17 years. 

When the New York Christian 
Science Institute was chartered in 
1891, Mrs. Stetson became its prin- 
cipal. She raised $1,250,000 ‘o 
build the First Church in New 
York City and dedicated it free of 
debt. as soon as it was completed 
in 1903. The entire amount was 
contributed by Mrs. Stetson and 
her students. 

Trouble Developed in 1909. 

Friction arose between Mrs. Stet. 
son and the mother church and 
she resigned her membership in

HOW POWER TRUST

UTILITY PROPOSAL 


Witness Says $29,000 Was 


Spent Against House- 
wives’ Water Plan 
Amendment. 
| By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The 
campaign waged late in 1926 by 


the Oregon Public Utiiity Commit- 
tee against the Housewives’ Coun- 
cil ‘‘water and power’ amendment 
to the State Constitution was out- 
lined today in tne Federal Trade 
Commission’s power inquiry by H. 
L. Walther, manager of the Oregon 
Public Utility Information Bureau 
at Portland. A) 

He identified a campaign "€x- 
pense report made to the Stale, 
which showed that $29,677.44 had 


been spent, and said the means 
used had included State-wide 
speaking, distribution of pamph- 


lets by utility employes, and news- 
paper advertising. 

The committee was made up o 
utility representatives connectel 
with his bureau, Walther said, but 
was not sponsored directly by the 
bureau. He described the amend- 
ment as intended to enable the 
State to go into the power busi- 


ness, with an authorization of a 
$53,000,000 bond issue to finance 
the work. Copies of the amend- 


ment introduced into evidence by 
Robert E. Healy, commission coun- 
sel, showed that it was backed by 
an organization of housewives. 

Healy brought up the fight on 
the amendment after Walther had 
denied that the bureau was a po- 
litical organization rather than an 
informative one. The witness tes- 
tified that the weekly news serv- 
ice maintained by the bureau had 
sent out articles intended to arous-z 
public opinion against the amend- 
ment and that similar matter haé 
been circulated in pamphlet form 
to employes of utility companies, 

Speakers Named by Witness. 

The speakers named by Walther 
included A. A. Smith, a lawyer 
assisting him; Chris Scheubel, an 
Oregon City lawyer, and Elmer 
Johnson a Portland lawyer. He 
said these men had spcken to or- 
ganizations which consented _ to 
hear them, such as city clubs and 
chambers of commerce. Smith was 
said to be getting a monthly sal- 
arr of $416 from the bureau and 
to have received $325 for his 
speaking. 
S heubel were*said by Walther to 
have totaled $2210, and Johnson 
was paid $60. 

Campaign expense accounts 
showed a peyment of $100 to E. 
E. Smith, whom Walther described 
as a Portland publisher. He said 
this payment was for the writing 
and publishing in a magazine of 
an article opposing the amend- 
ment. 
C. Gage also was shown in the 
expense accoum, and Walther said 
this was for working on advertise- 
in; matter. The total amount 
spent for advertising was $18,715 
and the total spent for pamphlets 
was $5662. 

Walther said he had been with 
the Bureau since May, 1926, and 
that it had been financed through 
contributions from utility inter- 
ests of the State since being formed 
in 1923. He said he was formerly 
employed by the California Power 
Company, for which he carried on 
a legislative service. This consist- 
ed, he said, of analyzing and re- 
porting to the comrany on bills 
affecting utilities introduced be- 
fore the State legislature. 

Utility Contributions. 

Walther said contributions for 
the campaign against the amen4- 
ment had totaled $36,000, and that 
refunds had been made of the 
money Which was not used. The 
list of companies to which funds 
were’ returned was entered, anJ 
this showed that the largest. 
amounting to $2445, had gone to 
the Portland Electric Power Co.

St. Louis, Boston, Akron, Detroit. 
Chicago, Louisville, Washington, 
Philadelphia and others, New York 
being due for a glimpse of the huge 
craft both going and coming.

be included in the visit.

the return trip to Germany, but no 
decision has yet been made on the 
many, applications received for a 
ride on the “super-Zep.” 

Lakehurst Ready for Zeppelin. | 

Officers and enlisted men at the 
Lakehurst Naval Station have com- 
pleted preparations for handling 
the big Zeppelin. 

If the wind is favorable and not 
too strong the Graf Zeppelin will 
be run into the hangar with the 
Los Angeles, and the two Navy 
blimps J-3 and J4. If the wind is 
unfavorable, she will be moored to 
the mast at the far side of the 
field. 

One hundred and eighty addi- 
tional men from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard have been ordered here 
to assist the 270 men of the regular 
landing crew. The extra men are 
needed because of size of the Zep- 
pelin, which is 100 feet longer than 
the Navy dirigible Los Angeles. 

The detail of 55 Marines sta- 
tioned here has been augmented by 
12 State troopers to handle the 
crowds which are expected. 

Rear Admiral Moffett, head of 
the Naval Air Forces, and Rear 
Admiral J. L. Latimer are to be on 
hand to welcome the visitors. 

The J-3 and J-4, if the weather 
Is favorable, will go to meet the 
Zeppelin somewhere along the 
coast and escort her over New 
York City and then to the naval 
field here. The Los Angeles will 
not be taken out. 

New York Welcome Plans. 

Five military planes from Mitch- 
el Field, Long Island, and many 
commercial ships bearing photog- 
raphers, are to act as an escort for 
the dirigible. They plan to take 
off as soon as the Zeppelin nears 
the coast and fly with her over the 
city. ; 

Monday the city’s official wel- 
come will be given the air travel- 
ers, provided thé.Zeppelin arrives 
Sunday. They are scheduled to ar- 
rive at Jersey City by train from 
Lakehurst at 12:07 Pm. There 
they will be met by the municipal 
tug Macom, which will bring them 
across th, Hudson River to Pier A, 
the Battery, landing Place of many 
distinguished visitors. There they 
will enter automobiles and with an 
army and Navy esc rt parade to 
City Hall, where Mayor Walker 
will extent the city's official wel- 
come. The ceremonies are to be 
bre- “-ast by WYNYC. 

After the reception at City Hall 
the visitors will be taken on an au- 
tomobile tour of the city, endine 
at the Advertising Club on Park 
avenue, whe-s t are to be guest: 
at luncheon. They will be guests 
ata private dinner th.* night ani 
then attend a show.

8, follows: 

“My dear Mr. Raskob: What 
first decided me to vote for Gov.

amendment was to stop drunken- 
ness and promote public order. 
This object has not been attained. 
The amendment and its enforcing 
statute, the Volstead act, have not

EMPLOYES ASSESSED 
FOR ITS UPKEEP. 


Press Agent Said to Have 
Been Unable to Compete 
With Rival Agency Set 
Up by Secretary of State. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 12.— 
The Republican administration 
publicity bureau, which has oper- 
ated for several months In a large, 
rent-free office in the State Capn- 
itol, disseminating press agent mat- 
ter favorable to the Republican 
State administration, has suspend- 
ed its press agenting and closed its 
office, under circumstances te 
which the bureau managers have 
given no publicity. 

Some mystery accompanies the 
sudden cessation of distribution of 
approved Republican news to Re- 
publican rural newspapers in Mis- 
sourl and the bureau managers to- 
day would throw no light upon the 
suspension. They decline to say 
whether they had run out of litera- 
ture or whether the suspension was 
in keeping with the Republican 
platform pledge to abolish surplus 
bureaus. 

A State official, who declined to 
be quoted by name, said the sus- 
pension was due to too much pub- 
licity concerning the bureau. As 
told in the Post-Dispatch, the bu- 
reau has operated in a Capitol of- 
fice, and funds for its activities 
were raised by exacting an asséss- 
ment of 1% per cent of the an- 


‘}|mual salaries of employes in de- 


partments headed by Republicans. 

Burean Drew Criticism. 
This use of the Capitol and the 
method of giving publicity to the 
Republican office holders, which 
was economical for the department 
heads receiving the publicity. 
evoked considerable criticism, it 
was said. 

Another explanation was that 
the bureau had failed to make 
progress in competition with an in- 
dividual press bureau maintained 
by Secretary of State C. U. Becker, 
and operated by one of his depart- 
ment employes. The Republican 
rural papers largely are friendly 
to Becker, who controls the award 
of contracts for publication of 
constitutional amendments and in!- 
tiative proposals in newspapers in 
each county of the State, in ad- 
vance of elections. 

Becker did not co-operate fn the 
administration bureau and did not 
make its assessment on his em- 
ployes. He stayed out because of 
some past friction with managers 
of the new bureau. 

Rival Bureau Gets the Publicity. 

A check of the publicity results 

of the rival bureaus disclosed, it 
was said, that virtually all of the 
“copy” from Becker's bureau was 
printed in the rural papers, while 
the administration bureau had few 
of its offerings accepted. 
Former Supreme Court Judge 
Robert W. Otto of Jefferson Gity. 
custodian of the funds collected 
from the employes for operation 
of the bureau, today asserted he 
did not know what had happened 
to the bureau and said he had 
nothing to tell for a newspaper 
story. 


| Charles O. Muenks, chief clerk 


in the Pure Food and Drug De- 
partment, and a member of the 
committee in charge of the bu- 
reau, said the bureau had been 
closed, its office force dismissed 
and the weekly news iIetter to 
néwspapers discontinued. He sald 
he could not tell why. 

Another member of the com- 
mittee, M. T. Franci¢, an employe 
of the State Insurance Depart- 
ment, was out doing campaign 
work for the Republican State 
Committee, {t was sald at his of- 
fice. The third member of the 
committee, Roy McCoy, State 
Building and Loan Supervisor, also 
is out on a tour of the State and 
could not be reached. 

With the closing of the bureau, 
a large office now becomes avalil- 
able for some one of the State de- 
partments which have been in 
cramped quarters because of the 
crowded condition of the Capitol.

GVEN A THE ODEON 


‘In Abraham’s Bosom” Pre- 
sented by Company From 
the Provincetown Play- 
house. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN, 

Paul Green’s interesting and dis- 
turbing play “In Abraham's Bos- 
om" which won the 1927 Pulitzer 
Prize began a three day’s engage- 
ment at the Odeon last night, The 
presenting cast was much the same 
as in the New York production. A 
good sized audience viewed the 
proceedings on the stage with re- 
spect and some enthusiasm but the 
unsuitability of the Odeon as a the- 
atre for spoken drama undoubted- 
ly robbed the play of part of its ef- 
fect. 

Although the author is white— 
he was an instructor in the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina at the 
time of the play’s production—ne 
had adopted the viewpoint of the 
Negro in unrolling the tragic bi- 
ography of Abraham McCranie. 
This is nothing more than a-neces- 
sary dramatic device and is always 
legitimate as long as the author 
does not falsify his materials. Thia 
Mr. Green certainly has not done.

These are technical objec- 
tions, of course, but in the theater 
certain fundamental laws are al- 
most imperative. 

The cast was satisfactory with- 
out being at all brilliant.

EPISCOPAL BISHOPS AND 
DELEGATES IN JOINT SESSION 


Deputies Have Approved Change in 
Prayer Book Permitting Specific 
Prayer for Dead. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Thne 
first joint sesion of the House of 
Bishops and the House of Dete- 
gates, the legislative bodies of tlie 
Episcopal church, drew the center 
of attention today at the generel 
convention of the church organiza- 
tion which in two days has received 
resolutions and committee reports 
looking to many reforms in doc- 

trine and practice. 

Overwhelming majority already 
has been recorded in the meeting of 
the deputies for a clause revising 
the Episcopal Book of Common 
Prayer which would commit the 
church to a specific prayer for the 
dead. A proposal to allow the ad- 
ministration of both parts of the 
Eucharist at one time by dipping 
the bread in the wine, was lost 
despite opposition from some mem- 


bers on the ground that drinking 
wine from a common communion 
cup aided the spread of diseases, 
The final count of the offering 
of Episcopal women showed a to- 
tal of $1,110,405 to be used for 
missionary purposes. This is the 
largest ever made at a triennial 
meeting. Three years ago at New 
Orleans $913,000 was contributed.

Refrigeration Preserves Fresh

The coolest place in most refrig- 
erators is directly under the ice 
chamber and for that reason foods 
that spoil easily should be given 
this space. Such foods as milk, 
meats, butter and eggs.

NINE DRIVERS, FREED 


Half of Speeding Appeals ‘to 
Gayer Dismissed With- 
out Trial.

The soil for the vegetable gar- 
den may be put in shape for 
spring to excellent advantage this 
fall if no more than spading and 
leaving the soil to weather. In 
fall spading, do not break up the 
lumps and place the soil in fine 
tilth. Leave the lumps which will 
permit the air to penetrate the 
earth more easily and assist in the 
process of bréaking ‘t up. With 
the winter weathering, it will work 
much more easily in the spring. 

If stable manure can be found, 
it is a very excellent plan to dig it 
in this fall Failing a supply of 
stable manure, compost made from 
decayed leaves and vegetable rub- 
bish is the next best to turn un- 
der. If autumn leaves have been 
burned, save something from this 
destruction of valuable fertilizing 
material by gathering the ashes 
and scattering them over the gar- 
den.
